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OUR THREE-FOLD FIELD 


The Angora Club is not a moun- 
taineers club, nor is it a band of trail- 
ors, nor yet a crew of cliffmen. 


Our field is unrestricted, embrac- 
ing all three of the fastnesses of the 
wild which dominate our West. 


The Angora Club is a band of 
mountaineers, of forest trailers, of sea 
cliffmen -- all three, not any one apart 
-- for we have peaks, and we have 
woods and we have a ragged coastline 
where mountains merge with the sea. 


Of all Nature’s handiwork the 
mountains, the forests and the sea are 
the most noble, the most beautiful. 
Here we lack only one of the great na- 
tural features which beckon to the 
lover of the unwalled outland --- a 
desert. 

In our bright, beautiful land there 
is no room for a desert. 

The field of the Angora Club is 
three-fold, and the aims and ideals of 
the club are as catholic as the Nature- 
land in which they are exercised --- 
high, like the mountains; quiet and sin- 
cere, as the forests; stalwart as_ the 
headlands which breast the surf. 

Here any seeker for the Land Be- 
yond may find his longing satisfied. 
Our mountains, though not high as 
mountains go, will test the mettle of 
the climber, while their ruggedness, 
their beauty, their flora, their bizaare 
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formations, their forbidding summits 
will warm any heart in which Nature 
finds response. 

Our forests vary from dense jungles 
of almost impenetrable thicket to wind- 
flattened trees on mountain shoulder or 
ocean headland; they are deep and cool, 
cushioned with moss, and pillared with 
gigantic trunks. 

On our coast, forest and mountain 
are combined with sea and sand. Our 
sea cliffs will satisfy the mountaineer 
and our beaches will delight the shores- 
man. 

Though voids and altitude may sep- 
arate the mountains and the sea, they 
are alike in their appeal to the inner 
heart of man. They are the excelling 
manifestations of God in Nature, the 
most colossal earthly works. 


Born and grown in this triple- 
phased natural environment, with these 
three primary elements of activity be- 
fore it, the Angora Club has found in 
them an accentuated inspiration. 


Matching themselves with the crags, 
merging themselves with the forest, and 
musing on the sea, Angoras are bound 
by a common love of Nature, a commun- 
ion of kindred desires for the wup-land, 
the out-land, the over-land, and an 
earnest longing for the peace, the grati- 
fication and the benignity which comes 
in meeting Nature face to face.
